most supreme indifference ; as if lying were 
so much the custom with each and all that 
all, like the crowd in the parable, shrank 
from being the first to throw a stone. at her. 
We have bean Jed into this train of 
thought by a recent utterance of Lord 
Lanspowne in the House of Lords.  Rus- 
sia, in tho very,act of making her lust silly 
brag that, if England persevercd in her 
advance in Tibet, she would “ make it hot” 
for her, was caught out by Japun in 
Russia’s own stronghold, and made to dis- 
play before the world how false had been 
all her boastings and how little her tall 
talk coincided with her internal rotte nness, 
Never had been 2 more complete exposé of 


_| a system of deliberate deception and false- 


hood, and the reat of the nations were fairly 
laughing in their sleeves at the cu rious con- 
trast betiv-en Russin, ua she had secmed 


Jonly the week before, and Russia as ahe 


was exhibited in her naked. unloveliness 
at the moment. It might have been 
expected that under the conditions Lord 
Lanspowng, if be condescended , to 
amnke any reply whatever, would have 
replied ‘to the effect that if-the British 
Commissioner ‘found any emissary” of 
}iussia at Lhassa engaged in any secret 
intrigue, he bad instructions to act sum- 
inurily, in accordance with * international 
laws. Instead of this we find our Foreign 
Office going through the farce of offering 


to enter inte an arrangement with Ruseia, 


actually condoning the insult, and impliedly . 


acknowledging that Russia had some business 
to be there at ull. It is not indeed going 
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speech, and reverting to such plain Ina- 
guage that Russia cannot plead any mia- 
understanding of its intent. To clothe our 
thought in periphrastie Janguage, is in 
such cases unkind both to Russia ond our- 
selves, inasmuch as it leaves the gute open 
to further talk and so proportionately 
increases the friction of w badly geared 
intercourse.

too fur to say that these foolish and uncalled 
for attempts to arrest the progress of Russia 
have never had but one effect ; and that is, 
in convincing her that we have been acta- 
ated in all by but one motive~—and that is 
a craven fear-that after all the vapouriige 
of Russia are something to be afraid of. 

_ Far better, and in the long run more 
dignified, if we had plucked up heart of 
grace, even ab the risk of being hard hit; 
and not left it for Japan to boast 


that of all the nations she wae the first, and’ 
unassisted, to prick the overblown bubble 
thab bnd curried consternation through the 
whole civilised world. In prirate life wo 
naturally refuse to hold intercourse with a 
man who habitually disregards his werd. 
It is, of course, impossible to carry the prin- 
ciple into action between States, which are 
far too few in number to permit us to pick 
and choose, Thero is not, however, any 
occasion ‘to'\muke agreements with such 
State, which, while binding on the one side, 
on the. other are looked upon ss‘ morely 
momentary conveniences tobe kept or broken 
as may at the instant seem to offer the. 
grenter advantage commercial or political. 

The nation that conscientiously fulfils its 
engagoment is here at a serious disadvantage 
when itundertakes toenter into negotiations. 
In addition to ber propensity, too, for re- 
pudiation Russia bas another equally bad 
custom of interpreting all agreements accord: 
ing to her own point of view. A characteristic 
example of this has recently bean enacted at 
Shanghai, where, in apite of an ngreemont for 
respecting the neutrality of China, Russia 
has been keeping in Chinese waters au arn- 
ed uruiser with a full crew, and refused to 

give any ongagement that she will not be 
‘used for the purpose of levying war till 


the Japauese, tired with continual protests 
aud promises, threatened to come up the 
river aud sink her ag sbe lay in front of tho 
Foreign Settlementa. With the same 
breath, epparently unable to distinguish 
the incompatibility of her actions with her 
professions, she complained of Japan having 
sent to Wousung a ¢ruiser (o watch her 
operations. it is very evident, and should 
be perfectly clear to our Foreign Offica, that 
in such a case any arrangement. which binds 
the one party, while it practically leaves the 
other unfettered, only multiplies the points 
of friction ; aud so fur trom -tending to pro- 
mote friendly relations, only aggra yates the 
present incumpstabilities. Lu cuses like 
the present, where the incompatibility of the 
views of the two nations.is so great, it may 
very well be u moot point whether the farce 


of diplomatic relutions bad not better, be 
abandoned between London and 8, Peters- 
burg. A means of communication which 
only leads to such insulting passages a8 
have recently marked our intercourse can- 
not in any way have a tendency to make for 
peace or for a botter understanding. Our 
way would actually be clearer, and our’ 
capacity for setting to rights difficulties 
easier, were all our business with 9.

LOST ON HONGKONG ISLAND.

A MIDNIGHT RAMBLE. 

Mr. Aleo Marsh onco told me that ho lost 
his woy in the conrse of s walk on the island 
of Hongkong, and as he hada better knowledge 
of tho island's roads than anyono clae I ever 
know there isn certsin amount of consideration 
due towards two luckless colonists who had o 
similar experience on the farther sido of our 
Rock two nights sgo. We walked out by 
Tytam to near Stanley, and tho going was 
pretty hard. Unfortunately wa put off the 
return journey until it wos dark, confident 
in our knowledge of the road over 
the hill, to get buck home well b-fore 
midnight. An old Chinaman came with us 
as a guide. He ‘carried o lantern which just 
served to make darkn.ss visible. At the top 
of the first bill we gave him twonty conts, and 
telling him to go buck to his bed, hied us on onr 
uaguid Iway. To our cost we found thut we 
had dono a very unwise thing in dispensing with 
his services, In wandering ap the crooked 
path wo huppenod to take the wrong turning at 
some fuint or other, and while we walked 
along under the impression that we wore 
ippiog ‘down into the Hoppy Valley we 
suddenly awoke to the fact, borne in upon us 
by the straugy configuration of the land, that 
wo had been travelling not towards Hongkong 
but away from it, A reference to cur watches 
acquainted us that it was now past midnight’ 
Wo'wore high up on the hillside, and beneath 
ns there wasa broud bay. Lhe road on which 
wo journeyed was invisible for more thun twenty 
yardg in front, but the bay was rofulgent with 
phosphorescence. As wave after wave broke on 
tho shore and spread out into gloaming silver, 
the scene was one ta entrance the eye, Some- 
how or otherit brought to my mind Words- 
worth’s lines oommomorative of the. sea of 
duffonils that met his gaze in one of his beloved 
glades— 

And giill my heart with pleastre fills, 

And dancoa with th) daffodils. 

However, the Buflulo who was the companion 
of my walk disturbed oll semblance of senti- 
mentalism by a very realistic proposition 
namely, that we should go down to the 
beach und have a‘bathe, A midoight batho! 
It seems « atrange proceeding now that it. can 
be Icoked back upon, bat it was more enjoyable 
than many » midsummer swim 1 have ‘had in 
the Onso’s pper reaches. It was like bathing 
in molten silver, for every dip of the band was 
followed by a phosphorescent otreak, and the 
water was pluasantly warm. While wo wore 
engaged in the subsequent ordeal of drying 
oureelves without towels an.old Chinese fisher- 
man ‘came up and accosted us, Probably he 
thought we wore evil spirits, At léast he called 
us Fan-kwei. -As the result of a ragged 
vonversstion and twenty cents the ancient one 
volunteered to set us on the straight road for 
Hongkong, and wo gladly availed onrselves of 
his uesistance. We uceordingly went to his 
hut on the beash—it was about us big as a hen- 
coop—and wait] while he had a preparatory 
smoky, One blessing he was able to afford us 
wes o Fox of matches, but he could not give 
us chu, From what we could make out—he 
spoke Hakka—it was apparent that we had 
landed in the noighbourhood of Suiwan Bay, 
not far from Lyeemun Puss. : 

It was very dark when we started ont to climb 
tho hills under the ciceronage of our fisherman, 
He was a good walkor and took us along af a 
fair pace for about fice or six miles. ‘Then we 
descended into a valley. In the distance was a 
light, We struck off the roadway and made for 
the light, It was a little after one o'clock, The 
ight turned out to be the glare from the windew 
©¢ g house. ‘There was a Chinaman in it, and 
we asked hia for u drinkof tea or water. He 
gave va some water, sod thon made the startling 
announcement that there were two “ Enlopean 
gentlemen” of the other end of the hut, 
Grest was our relief to hear it.. Asit transpired 
we had atrack the Telegcaph Company's hut 
close beside the Golf Course, I wish that i 
were capable of giving to anyone a lasting 
reputation; if £0; I would send these two 
gentlemen down to posterity. They hod in 
thoir possession three-quarters of a bottle of 
beor, and they gave it to us.

THE POSSIBILITIES OF THE 
SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 


i cigs 

Tho Chicago Sunday Magazine for Jnnuary 
contains a strikiug article by Mr. Osonr King 
Davis on “The Impending Struggle Betwoen 
Japan and Russia.” In the coume of his article 
tho writer soys:— Tho feoling that. Russia 
must win because sie isso much bigger thon 
Japan loaves out of considgration certain 
features of the situation ond  under- 
yolues cortain others, Russia numbers more 
than a hundred millions to Jupan’s forty-five. 
Sho has an army, no foreigner knowa how 
large, in Manoburin and Asiatic Russia, bat 
ropposed to be near 200,000 men. Her, peace 
footing isa million wen and her war strength 
five millions, 

Japan at hor best can send ouly 650,000 mon 
into the field. But Japan con put every man 
of hor 650400 info Manchuria within three 
months ut Lhe outside, and Russia can work her 
railroad {o ita fullest. capacity for a year and not 
transport so meng: men, to soy nothing of 
horses, guns, or commissary, quartormaaters’ 
or ordnance stores, War is sumething more 
than a sories of battles...In this war the mest 
saluable aczvice will be rendered by men .who 
peter smell powder and whoss weapons will be 
the rolling steck and equipment of the Great 
Siberinn Railway or the transport ships of 
Japan. 

“The road is equipped, as reported, to send 
ont three troop trainsaday. For bow many 
days the report does not say. Tho fastost +x. 
press train makes the trip one way in sixteon 
days, Troops cannot make such spesd. « . 
With the average haul of 3,500 miles it is not 
likely thot a train can moke the round trip under 
thirty days. If tho entire equipment of the road 
is devoted to the military service, and three 
troop trains of fifteen cars euch aro ‘sent out 
each day, it meuns only 54,000 men a month, 
supposing only infantry to be forwarded, and 
then without supplies or ordnance stores, 

“But the force will not be allinfantry, Thero 
will bo cavalry and artillery. If thor are only 
4,000 cavalry, a small proportion, it would teke 
500 cars for their horses, 20 trains uf 25 oars 
each, the entire strength of the read, fur a week, 
That is, for ten days after tho mon had been 
transported the road wou!d be fully ocoupied in 
bringing up their guns and horses, Another 
day would be required for the horses of general, 


tied and staff officers, and still no supplies of 


gonfor would have been forwarded, 

“Tt ig plain. that not so many men can 
bo sont. im o month, At least one- 
third of the road’s power must bo devoted tothe 
transportation of supplies and forage. Probably 
not more than 40,000 men of all arms, and 
fairly equipped, could be forwarded in a month. 
‘Aq Lima goes on, and the force in the field grows 
lorgor aud larger, each month must see more of 
the road’s energy devoted to supplying the wants 
of the mon, with o constant reduction in the 
capacity for carrying reinforcements, To 
forward that comparatively smull oumbor of 
troops a month, with horses and guns, would 
reqnire in the neighbourhood of 2,000 cars, and 
295 locomotivos, giving each locomotive 175 
wiles a day. . 

" In this figuring everything rans smoothly. 
Thero are no accidents to track or rolling 
stock, the quariermasters, commissaries, and 
ordnanco officers are ull marvels of efiiciency and 
thoir material is vonstantly on hand ready to go 
forward; the ordinary business of the road ia 
entirely suspended, aud not a pound of freight 
je moxed or a civilian passenger carried; the 
forty-cight-ponnd rails of the truck prove equal 
to the emergency, and there is not a break any- 
where in’ the arrangements, With oll this
